Hagle first saw the show 
Extreme Couponing, which 
airs on TLC, last year. She 
decided to use the methods 
featured on the show just 
two months ago to provide 
for her husband, Doug 
Hagle, two children, Devin 
and Mallory Stephan, and 
the family's two dogs. 

Hagle's system entails 
clipping coupons, studying 
store ads and researching 
current and upcoming store 
ads on the Internet. The web 
site the 
krazycouponlady.com, 
which offers sources for 
online coupons and pre- 
views upcoming store sale 
ads, is part of her budget 
saving arsenal. 

Hagle researches the 
coupons and store ads to 
determine the amount of 
Sunday newspapers she pur- 
chases each week. She gets 
the coupons from the 
Detroit Free Press and 
Traverse City Record-Lagle, 
along with printing coupons 
and purchasing coupons 
through E-Bay. 

Hagle uses a combination 
of manufacture's coupons, 
store coupons, items on sale 
in advertisement circulars, 
buy one get one get one free 
(bogo) items and_ store 
rebates to get the most bang 
for her buck. 

For example, Hagle left 
the Grayling Rite Aide last 
week with a Lysol automat- 
ic soap dispenser, which 
cost her just 49 cents. She 


used, a manufacture's 
coupon, the dispenser was 
on sale, she used a coupon 
from a booklet customers 
who get their flu shots at the 
store receive and was pre- 
sented with another coupon 
at the register. 

“You only buy it if it's on 
sale and you have a 
coupon,” Hagle said. 

Hagle uses a binder and 
plastic tote, which she car- 
ries, from store to store. 

“I'm just now figuring out 
an organization that works 
best for me,” she said. 

Hagle saves $50 to $100 
per store visit and between 
$200 to $300 per week 
through her — extreme 
couponing efforts. She 
receives items for free and 
uses money that would 
come back to her to pur- 
chase more products. 

Recently, Hagle ordered a 
bunch of coupons from E- 
Bay to purchase dog and cat 
food. She will get food for 
her dogs for free, and will 
give the cat food to friends 
who have felines and the 
AuSable Valley Anima! 
Shelter. 

Hagle was inspired to cre- 
ate the gift basket by her 
Aunt Mary Marelich, who 
raffles off similar baskets at 
craft shows and to benefit 
the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter and other communi- 
ty organizations. 

Seven years ago, Hagle 
and her family were adopted 
for the Christmas holiday 
after she went through a half 
dozen surgeries. 

“1 don't know how it hap- 
pened. 1 just know that 
somebody turned up at my 
door with a ton of stuff for 
me and my kids,’ Hagle 
said. “YT want to give back 
for karma I _— guess. 
Somebody helped me and | 
would like to help some- 
body else with whatever [ 
can.” 

While the Christmas Walk 
is a start of giving back to 
the community, Hagle said 
her extreme couponing does 
have its limits. 

“J get the stuff next to 
nothing and I'm not building 
a storage unil,” Hagle said. 
“That's what they do on 
extreme couponing and my 
husband said you're not 
building a shed. It's not hap-

Only 123 schools in Michigan are Beating the Odds 


The Michigan Department 
of Education (MDE) 
released a list of 123 
“Beating the Odds” schools, 
which are outperforming 
schools with similar risk fac- 
tors and demographic com- 
position, 

These schools were identi- 
fied by the MDE through two 
Separate studies using con- 
siderably different method- 
ologies. 

“We have good things hap- 
pening in Michigan schools,” 
said State Superintendent of 
Public — Instruction Mike 
Flanagan, “These Beating 
the Odds schools are helping 
students make progress and 
finding ways to overcome 
traditional barriers to acade- 
mic achievement.” 

The MDE conducted two 
separate studies to identify 
schools that are Beating the 
Odds. Study one identified 
60 schools that are perform- 
ing above their predicted lev- 
els, based on risk — factors 
such as the percent of cco- 
nomically disadvantaged, the 
percent of students with dis- 
abilities, the percent — of 
English language learners 
and the percent of minority

The Grayling Elementary 
School and Grayling Middle 
School were included on the 
list of schools in the study 
one category. 

Crawtord AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers, said only a few 
school districts had more 
than one school recognized 
by the Beating the Odds 
studies. 

“This is great news for our 
district. Only a few districts 
have multiple schools on the 
list and our district ts one of 
them,” Powers said. “The 
other districts with multiple 
schools include wealthier 
districts like Forest Hills and 
Ann Arbor. We had two out 
of 123 schools across the 
state. This is out of over 
4,000 schools in the state.” 

Study two identified 83 
schools that perform better 


than a comparison group of 


schools with similar demo- 
graphics. This year’s list dif- 
fers from: the list of 2009- 
2010 schools Beating the 
Odds published eartier this 
year in two ways. First, this 
list is based on 2010-11 
school year data while the

list previously published 
was based on the previous 
year’s data. Also, the out- 
come used in this year’s list 
has been improved, Last 
year’s list was based solely 


On proficient percentages in 


each tested subject. This 
year’s list is based on a 
school’s ranking on the top to 
bottom fist, which includes 
schoolwide — improvement 
rates and achievement gaps 
in addition to achievement 
levels. Of the 123 schools 
identified, 20 schools imeet 
both study criteria including 
15 elementary, two K-8, two 
middle schools and one high 
school. All 20 schools were 
interviewed and profiled by 
the MDE. 

Beating the Odds schools 
credited various factors for 
their success — including 
strong building leadership, 
common vision, highly qual- 
ified and dedicated staff, 
high academic and behay- 
ioral expectations, a collab- 
orative school culture, com- 
mitment to technology, 
strong community and par- 
ent involvement and staff 
commitment to do whatever

IN MANY AREAS © of 
Michigan, the statewide election 
on November 8 was a ho-hum 
event. Where I live, for example, 
the only thing on my ballot was 
election of three school board 
members. 

It was not ho-hum in the 51st 
state house district in southern 
Genesee County, however. 

That’s where State Rep. Paut 
Scott, a Republican and chair of 
the House Education Commitice, 
was kicked out of office by voters 
in a special recall election. 

The charge against Rep. Scott in 
a nutshell was that while doing his 
job as he saw it, he backed school- 
related legislation that, among 
other things, weakens teacher 
tenure, cuts education funding, 
taxes teachers’ pensions, and 
requires higher employee pay- 
ments for health care. 

The Michigan Education 
Association (MEA), one of the 
strongest and most politically con- 
scious umons when ft comes to 
teachers and focal schools, didn’t 
agree with what those new Jaws 
sought to accomplish, and plunked 
down a reputed $140,000, and 
plenty of strong politcal muscle, 
to propel the recall effort against 
Rep. Scott.

Recalls ponds should be avoided 


24,371 voters turned out, giving 


Mr. Scott the boot by a margin of 


less than 200 votes, pending offi- 
cial canvas. 

The recall has no effect on the 
new laws which Mr. Scott had 
championed in his roles as legisla- 
tor and chair of the House 
Education committee. Those laws 
remain in effect.

MANY BACKERS of the recall 
claim that voters are fed up with 
Gov. Rick Snyder’s agenda for the 
state and the ouster of Mr. Scott is 
really a wide voter rebellion 
against the governor’s programs in 
general. 

Republicans control not only the 
executive branch, but also enjoy 
solid majorities in both state 
House and Senate, and many cru- 
cial votes on Snyder initiatives 
have been enacted into law by 
near-solid party line votes. 

“This is historic,” said Doug 
Pratt, an MEA spokesman. “Its 
more than a victory for the voters 
(in the 51st district) who feel Scott 
hasn’t been representing their 
interests. Its a victory for every 
Michigan voter who feels misled 
by Republicans this year.” 

That view likely is a bit overstat- 
ed. But the Scott recall certainly is 
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Republicans.

GENERAL VOTER — unrest 
around the country, and especially 
among Michigan voters who feel 
they have been hurt personally by 
some parts of the Snyder agenda, 
probably contributed to the suc- 
cess of the recall. 

But all or parts of five townships 
in southern Genesee County, 
including the cities of Grand 
Blanc, Goodrich, Linden and 
Fenton, which make up the Sist 
legislative district, are not neces- 
sarily a reflection of the entire 
Michigan voting population. 

One thing the recall of Rep. 
Scott does prove, however, is that 
in an isolated election to settle 
minimum issues in a single arca 
with a limited electorate, a well- 
heeled, well-organized interest 
group, willing and able to provide 
the money and the manpower 
often can work its way with voters 
who are motivated to turn oul at 
the polls. 

That's what happened to Rep. 
Paul Scott. Other interpretations 
are conjecture,

MICHIGAN LAW _ permits 
recall of public office holders for 
almost any reason at all. The day a 
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office, opponents legally can start 
gathering signatures to force 
his/her recall. 

Most recall efforts tum out to be 
only threats. Successful recalls of 
Michigan state officials have been 
few and infrequent. According to 
one count, almost 30 percent of 
Michigan’s current 147 state legis- 
lators in both parties have faced 
some sort of recall threat or effort. 

The most recent vote on recall of 
a state lawmaker was in 2008, 
when former House Speaker Andy 


Dillon beat a recall vote. Since — 


then, Mr, Dillon has run for the 
Democratic nomination for gover- 
nor, and now is state treasurer by 
appointment of Republican Gov. 
Snyder. 

The last successful recall of 
state legislators was in 1983, when 
two Democratic state senators 
were recalled from office for back- 
ing a tax increase proposed by 
newly elected Democratic Gov, 
James Blanchard. They were 
replaced by two Republicans. 

Recall votes on township, vil- 
lage or other hometown officials 
are more frequent. 

Reasons for recall attempts, 
cited in the filing for petitions to 
force the recall vote, vary widely. 
In principle, recall ts a guard 


and a way for citizens to more 
closely control their government.

PERSONAL VIEW - 1am nota 
fan of recalls. In most cases the 
next election is the proper time for 
voters to “recall” the official they 
have elected but don’t want any 
more. 

In my view, recall of Paul Scott 
was unjustified. He was elected in 
2010 to a second time as a 
Republican, and was carrying out 
the programs of his Republican 
governor, In a nutshell, the voters 
were getting what they voted for. 

There should by more restrictive 
reasons for permitting recall — eth- 
ical or criminal wrong-doing have 
been suggested — but most reasons 
which come to mind could be coy- 
ered by our existing system of law 
enforcement and judicial process. 

Recalls should be used very 
sparingly, and never just because 
of political preferences, or out of 
spite, or how an office holder votes 
on public issues.

Counterfeit parts threaten 
our troops and our security 


Earlier this year, the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, which I chair, 
began an investigation of counterfeit 
electronic parts finding their way into 
the systems that our military uses to 
defend us. We recently held our first 
hearing to look at what our investigation 
has discovered so far, and what we have 
found will shock the American public. 

There is a flood of counterfeit elec- 
tronic parts entering the defense supply 
chain. {tis endangering our troops and 
costing us a fortune. And the over- 
whelming share of these counterfeits 
comes from one country: China. 

Here is some of what we have found: 

Looking at just a slice of the defense 
contracting universe, the committee 
reviewed 1,800 cases of electronic parts 
suspected to be counterfeit. Those 
1,800 cover more than | million individ- 
ual parts. Now, | million parts is surely 
a huge number, but remember, we’ve 
only looked at a portion of the defense 
supply chain. Those |,800 cases are just 
the tip of the iceberg. 

Staff selected more than 100 of those 
cases to trace the suspect parts back 
through the supply chain. In more than 
70 percent of cases, the trail led to 
China, where a brazenly open market in 
counterfeit electronic parts thrives. In 
most of the remaining cases, the trail led 
to known resale points for parts coming 
from China. 

We also conducted detailed investiga- 
tions of how suspect counterfeit parts 
from China ended up in three key 
defense systems. In each case, we traced 
the parts through a complex web of sub- 
contractors and suppliers back to 
Chinese companies. 

It is stunning how far the counterfeit- 
ers are willing to go. We asked the 
Government Accountability Office 
(GAO), acting undercover, to go online 
and buy electronic parts used in military 
systems. Every single part the GAO has 
received so far has been counterfeit. 
GAO found suppliers who not only sold 
them counterfeit parts when they sought 
real parts; suppliers were also willing to 
sell them parts with-nonexistent, made- 
up part numbers. Every one of the 
counterfeit parts they received came 
from China, 


i. __, Too often, the cost of replacing coun- 


terfeit parts once they are discovered 
falls on taxpayers. We are working on 
legislation that would change Pentagon 
rules so that contractors, not taxpayers, 
pay to replace counterfeit parts when 
they are discovered. We will require that 
contractors notify the military immedi- 
ately when they discover electronic 
paris that are suspected to be counter- 
feit, and that they report those counter- 
feit cases to a computerized system that 
contractors and the government use to 
track such problems. 

But as we do that, we also must stop 
the flood of counterfeit parts at the 
source ~ and that source is mainly in 
China. 

Witnesses told us how counterfeiters 
in China remove electronic parts from 
scrapped computers and other electronic 
waste, how they wash the parts in dirty 
rivers, and dry them in the street. 
Counterfeiters make this scrap look like 
new parts and sell them openly in mar- 
kets in Chinese cities and through the 
Internet to buyers around the world. 

Chinese authorities impeded our 
investigation, refusing even to issue 
visas to our investigators to enter main- 
land China. At one point, a Chinese 
embassy official told staff that the issues 
we were investigating were “sensitive” 
and that the investigation could be 
“damaging” to U.S.-China relations. 

They got it backwards. What is dam- 
aging to U.S.-China relations is China’s 
refusal to act against brazen counterfeit- 
ing. 

If China does not act promptly to end 
counterfeiting, then we will have no 
choice but to treat all electronic parts 
coming in from China — whether for 
military or civilian use — as suspected 
counterfeits. That would mean requiring 
inspection of all shipments of Chinese 
electronic parts to ensure that they are 
legitimate. 

We cannot afford to put our troops at 
risk by arming them with unreliable 
weapons or asking them to fly planes 
with fake parts on them.. We cannot 
afford to spend needed defense dollars 
on fake parts, And we cannot allow our 
national security to depend on electron- 
ic scrap salvaged from trash heaps by 
counterfeiters in China.
